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Wrestlers Win 5th Huron- Rouge Title 


The Ypsilanti High School 
wrestlers have set an unusual 
record of winning the Huron 
Rouge League mat title every 
year since the league was 
founded, and this year was no 
exception. 

To find the conference 
champs, one point is given 
for each dual meet win. To 
this is added the number of 
points awarded for the team’s 
standing in the league meet, 
six for first, five for second, 
and so forth. Ypsi’s point total 
for the year, 10, is the lowest 
season point total ever, owing 
to the fact that the Braves 
were on the short end of a 
24-22 decision for Wayne. 
Unbelievably, this is the only 
dual meet an Ypsi Wrestling 
team has ever lost to a league 
rival. 

Ypsi captured seven of 
twelve first places in scoring 
a record 119 points. Points are
